How a Paying Dairy Farm 
W as Built from a Poor Start 


Just as Soon as the Scrub Cattle Was Gotten Rid of and 
Pure-Bred Jerseys Were Obtained the Losses Stopped 
and Profits Began. 


By SEYMOUR ALCOTT. 
W 
IIEX we moved on the farm where we now live we 
brought with us twenty heifers which we had picked 
up iii the neighborhood where we had previously 
lived. 
That Winter was our first taste at dairying. 
The 
heifers were bred to come fresh in the Fall, which they 
did, and the work of caring for and milking was enjoy­ 
able enough, but there was no profit. 
For the milk pro­ 
duced, and we had the .exact figures, *he profit was l l 
cents a week. 
No one could long run a business at that 
rate of profit and keep it up, especially if dependent on 
milk receipts for current expenses and living. 
In the Spring we made a gen- 
elal clean up and sold off every 
The main grain feed is ground 
cow on the place. 
We took some oats or ground oats and corn, 
of the money and bought eight three of oats to one p art of corn, 
good grade cows, hoping thus to and linseed meal and cottonseed

cut feed and still make a little 
profit. 
Some of these cows were 
failures, but several proved to be 
very profitable. 
We kept a milk 
record, and when a cow didn’t 
m easure up to our standard she 
was sold to the butcher. 
One day 
I had a chance to buy two regis­ 
tered Jersey cows. 
I liked .Jer­ 
seys, and we felt it cost no more 


meal. 
Wheat bran is an excellent 
feed, but the price is often high 
compared with 
our home-grown 
corn and oats. 
Cottonseed meal 
we find a v< ry good feed, which 
we use regularly. 
Linseed meal 
ranks with cottonseed meal as a 
high protein feed; the two used 
t o g e t h e r make the cows respond 
more quickly and better than any

HE w heat crop this year was 440,000,000 bushels less than the 
1023 crop of the entire world. 
This decrease explains the pre­ 
vailing prices of wheat. 
The estimated world crop is placed at 
3,293,679,000 bushels, compared with 3,742,541,000 bushels in 1923. 
The most significant decreases during the past year are the 200,000,000 
bushels reduction iii Canada and the 60,000,000 bushels in Argentina. I 
The European crop, outside of Russia, is about 180,000,000 bushels 
below last year. 
And the wheat crop will be sufficient to feed the world!

price per bushel will more than meet the cost of production— because 
through the mass of gram , killing consumptjon demands are up to the supply. 
When more wheat is 
produced than the world can use, the price drops. 
During the past five 
years up to this year it was below cost of production. 
If farm ers put

down again. 
The rye yield helps wheat this year also.

How a Paying Dairy Farm 
Was Built from a Poor Start 


Just as Soon as the Scrub Cattle Was Gotten Rid of and 
Pure-Ured Jerseys Were Obtained the Losses Stopped 
and Profits Began.

W 


H E N we moved on the farm where we now live we 
brought with us twenty heifers which we had picked 
up iii the neighborhood where we had previously 
lived. 
That Winter was our first taste at dairying. 
The 
heifers were bred to come fresh in the Fall, which they 
did, and the work of caring for and milking was enjoy­ 
able enough, but there was no profit. 
For the milk pro­ 
duced, and we had the exact figures, *he profit was ll 
cents a week. 
No one could long run a business at that 
rate of profit and keep it up, especially if dependent on 
milk receipts for current expenses and living. 
In the Spring we made a gen­ 
eral clean up and sold off every 
The main grain feed is ground 
cow on the place.
